SANTIAGO (AP). — Hugging and 
kissing their famflies goodbye, ex- 
Foreign Minister Clodomiro Almeyda 
and four other political prisoners 
freed by Chile's military junta, flew 
off to exile in Rumania yesterday 
morning. 

The 52-year-old Almeyda; perhaps 
the best-known political prisoner 
held by the military government, 
and the othera were placed δὶ 
8 waiting Lufthansa jetliner of the 
‘West German Airline destined for 
Lima, Peru, New York, Bonn and 
Frankfurt. 

Under a police guard, weeping 
relatives, clutching packages of 
clothing and books, tearfully em- 
braced and kissed their loved ones 
before the prisoners boarded the 
aircraft. : 

Exiled with Almeyda were ex- 
Education Minister Jorge Tapia, ex- 
Superintendent of Customs Leopoldo 
Zuljevie and two other Allende 
aides, Maximo ‘Tacchi and Luis 
Enrique Munoz Schuitz. 

Gen. Raul Benavides, Minister of 
Interior, in a speech delivered over 
radio and television, said the de- 


portation ordera reflected the mili- 
tary regime's humanitarian spirit 
and respect for human rights. 

- Several countries, including Bri- 
tain, the U.S. and West Germany, 
have informally indicated to Chile 
that they would be glad to take 
Almeyda in if he was freed. 

But Benavides made no mention 
of another famous prisoner who has

Almeyda is a Socialist and was 
an intimate friend from childhood 
of Allende, who, official reports say, 
killed himself rather than surrender 
on the day of the coup. 

The prisoners have been kept at 
Ritoque, an ocean front detention 
camp northwest of Santiago. 

The military regime, which dis- 
closed last week that 3.500 persons 
are still imprisoned after the coup, 
has been accused by various inter- 
national organizations of repreasion 
and even torture of former Allende 
supporters since taking power, 


French police shoot baron, 
end 2-year chateau siege 


MONTAUBAN, France (AP). — 
Police stormed a 30-room chateau 
early yesterday, ending a two-year 
siege by the former owner's family. 

The former owner's son, Baron 
Jean-Louis de Portal, 22, was in- 
Jured in the armed assault and was 
taken to a hospital. 

His mother, Baroness Anna-Marie 
de Portal, 50, and his sister, Marie- 
Agnes, 23, were arrested and 
charged with armed resistance. 

On Friday afternoon, a farm- 
worker was slightiy injured by a 
shot fired from the chateau. Police 
made a final attempt to persuade 
the family to evacuate the building 
peacefully. 

When the efforts failed, the or- 
der was given for the pre-dawn as- 
sault in military style. Jean-Louis 
was shot in the abdomen through 
a door while aiming his rifle at the 
police. 

The former owner of the 380- 
aere estate, Baron Leonce de Por- 
tal, descendant of France's navy 
minister under Ki Louis XVII, 
died on March 28, 1978. The widow 
had his body sealed in a lead coffin 
and placed it in a shuttered up- 
stairs room of the chateau, to 
symbolize her defiance of the au- 
thorities.

Armed with telescopic rifles and 
gasmasks but living in isolation 
and poverty, the family kept the 
new owner and his employees away 
from the building, threatening to 
ehoot anyone who approached. 

They claimed they were unjustly 
deprived of ownership of ‘the estate 
in a tangled series of lawsuits pre- 
eeding Baron Leonce's death. 

As debts and tax claims piled 
up, the estate was sold to a local 
farmer at an auction in July 1972 
for about $54,000 — one-eighth of 
what was believed to be its true 
value. 

The de Portal family challenged 
the sale in a long series of court 
actions, all of which they lost. Last 
April, a Toulouse court reiterated its 
eviction order, but the de Portals re- 
mained in the chateau and oc- 
casionally took potshots at em- 
ployees of the new owner working 
in the nearby fields. 

They found new hope when an 
anonymous American sympathizer 
sent them 8 gift of $15,000 and in 
gratitude they raised the American 
flag from the chateau flagpole. 

But the sum was too small to 
buy back the estate, and, in any 
case, the new owner was unwilling 
to sell.
